The letter referred to upon the letter 
head of the committee of 100, and signed 
Emily F. Robbins, executive secretary, 
Was received in this city on Friday: 

“Dear madam: I enclose a copy « 
the resolution to establish in the House 
of Representatives a public health com- 
mittee similar to that in the Senate. At 
present health bills in the House are 
referred to the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce. The appointment 
of this public health committee would 
be an important step toward needed 
health legislation. 

“In a recent address before a Philadel- 

phia medical society, Dr. Wiley, the bu- 
reau of chemistry chief, in speaking of 
his fight for the protection of public 
health, said: ‘All honor to the women’s 
clubs of this country and to the women 
who joined with the medical profession in 
this great fight--they did splendid serv- 
ice.’ 
“The committee of one hundred feel 
that if the women of the country urge 
upon Congress the establishment of this 
public health committee, success for the 
resolution is assured. 

“I hope your club will take the mat- 
ter up, and that members will write im- 
mediately to congressmen from your 
state urging them to vote favorably on 
the measure. The rules committee (list 
enclosed) are also important congress- 
men with whom to work, as they now 
have the public health committee resolu- 
tion under consideration.

WASHINGTON—How vast sums of 
money for the establishing of beet sugar 
factories in Colorado were furnished by 
the late H. O, Havemeyer was detailed 
before the Hardwick House committee to- 
day by Chester S. Morey of Denver, presi- 
dent of the Great Western Sugar Com- 


pany, a New Jersey corporation of $30,- 


000.000 capitalization. 

Sixteen of these factories 
bined in 1905 into the Great Western 
Sugar Company, in which the American 
Sugar Refining Company owns 33. per 
cent and the Havemevyer estate 33 per 
cent of the stock. 

Mr. Morey was president or director of 
most of the independent factories before 
the combination. Without the money 
furnished by Mr. Havemever, Mr. Morey 
said, the Colorado beet sugar factories 
could not have been built. 

The committee thus far has disclosed 
the interest which the American Sugar 
tefining Company has in the Michigan 
beet sugar industry, the Utah beet sugar 
factories and the Colorado group of 
factories, and by John D. Sprecktes of 
California, who arrived today, it ex- 
pects fo show that the corporation las 
an influential share in the factories of 
that state.

WASHINGTON --By a vote of 6 to 3 
the Senate committee on territories to- 
dav ordered favorable report on the 
joint resolution approving the constitu- 
tions of Arizona and New Menico, 1 
much the same form as it passed thie 
House. 

The only new amendment agreed to by 
the committee was one designe! to pre- 
vent fraud in connection with the vote 
on resubmission of an amendment to the 
constitution to the people of Mexico. 

As agreed to, the measure provides 
for admission of the two territories 
states after the people of New Mexico 
have voted on the question: of changing 
their constitution to make it more easily 
amendable, and after the people of Ari- 
zona have voted on the question of elimi- 
nating the judges from the operation of 
the recall. No matter how these special 
elections result the states are to be ad- 
mitted. 

In the committee meeting today. which 
was executive. a motion to strike out 
Arizona from the resolution was defeated 
6 to 3. The three senators who voted in 
favor of striking out Arizona from the 
resolution were Nelson (Rep., Minn.), 
Burnham (Rep., N. H.) and Lippitt (Rep..,

Since the “White Rose” days Mr. Cram 
has become the recognized leader of the 
“Gothic camp” of American architects— 
those who believe that the architectural 


forms and ideals in use in northern Eu- | 


rope during the middje ages are the best 
ideals and forms for religious and other 
structures of this time and country, and 
who do not sympathize with the view 
that for these American latitudes iden- 
tical with the latitudes of Rome and 
Athens, the classical stvles may, for 
climatic and other reasons, be more suit- 
able. Mr. Cram is a staunch Gothic 
partizan. 

Bringing the decorative arts into effi- 
cient service of the church has been a very 
important part of Mr. Cram’s life work; 
his appointment as supervising architect 
of the Episcopalian’s New York cathe- 
dral, which may still be half a century 
in building, means doubtless that a tradi- 
tion will be perpetuated of entrusting the 
execution of every architectural part to 
artist craftsmen. 

In the Boston Society of Arts and 
Crafts, on whose council he has served 
for several years, Mr. Cram has con- 
stantly proclaimed. the opportunity the 
church offers to the skilled worker. On 
this subjecg he delivered a memorable 
address to the delegates at the conven- 
tion held at Copley hall in 1907 in cen- 
nection with the tenth anniversary of 
the Society of Arts and Crafts. He was 
largely responsible for the formatign 
within the society of the Guild of St. 
Dunstan, composed of ecclesiastical art 
workers. He has also edited an archi- 
tectural magazine devoted to ecclesias- 
tical art. 

Amid heavy professional responsibili- 
ties Mr. Cram finds time to write. His

an intense personality. 

Mr. Cram’s finest literary achievement 
to date is his book on impressions of 
Japanese architecture, based on personal 
study of the ancient temples and shrines 
of Japan. It was logical that a partizan 
of the Gothic tradition should highly 
appreciate the arts and crafts of the 
Japanese, with their quaint naturalism 
and abhorrence of mechanical symmetry. 

How wide an impress this Boston 
architect is making is familiar to readers 
of architectural publications. The list of 
his gothie churches, of practically all de- 
nominations though predominantly Epis- 
copalian, is a very long one. His firm 
was appointed architects of the new 
West Point several years ago. The 
Gothic battlements of the United States 
Military Academy are now conspicuous 
from the Hudson. More lately Prince- 
ton University, seeking to avoid the 
architectural mixture into which some 
other American universities have fallen, 
has been largely remade under the 
Gothic impulse directed by Mr. Cram.

CHAUNCEY RYDER OF NEW ENGLAND 


Younger Artist Paints Scenes Typical of This Section of Country—Great T hings 


Prophesied for Him. 


~=

EW YORK—New England has| 

been responsible for as many of | 

our so-called New York artists 

as any section of the country, | 

and has probably given to the world | 

more and better painters of the American 

landscape than any other. New England 

is essentially an out-of-doors country, 

and the spirit of the region seems to 

have become imbued into her painter- 

sons; their canvases are for the most 

part free, big and strong, full of air 

and the spirit of the country. To pos- 

sess them is to feel the call of nature 

constantly in the home, and the call is 

the healthful one of the mountains, the 

lakes and rivers, that have been the in- 
spiration of many a notable career. 


One of the foremost of the younger 
men who claim New England as their 
home is Chauncey F. Ryder, who was born 
in Danbury, Conn., in 1868. His career 
is, ihn many respects, typical of that of 
almost countless others who have en- 


of art; but he, unlike many of his less 
fortunate or less talented companions, 
has at last reached that position where 
he is recognized as one who has “ar- 
rived,” and from now on his pictures 
will be sought by all whose attention 
jis directed to the work of the foremost 
American artists. 

In the early seventies Mr. Ryder’s 
family moved to Chicago, and there he 
entered a banking house soon after leav- 
ing school. In spare moments he oc- 
cupied his time in sketching scenes from 
the life about him, much to the gratifi- 
eation of his companions. Some of them, 
whose artistic tastes were perhaps more 
fully developed than the others, recognized 
in these early efforts a real talent, and it 
was largely on their advice that he 
seriously turned his attention to art. 
Influenced by their comments and urged 
on by his wife, he finally entered the 
evening sessions of the Chicago Art Insti-| 
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tute, where he received valuable instruc- 
tion, particularly in drawing from the 
model. Some time after this a business 
acquaintance with a decided talent for 
drawing proposed that they engage in 
magazine and other illustrative work. It 
was in this way that Mr. Ryder first 
made his art pay, and the partnership 
lasted for about two years, with only 
fairly successful results. 


Sacrifices for Paris 

At the end of this time it was decided 
that a trip to Paris was essential if Ry- 
der’s art career Were to be continued. To

and in fact everything but the bare ne- 
cessities were sacrificed. After much 
figuring it was decided that Mr. Ryder 
and his wife had enough to make the trip 
and to remain abroad for a year, if their 
expenses could be made to average not 
more than six cents a day! On his ar- 


of Max Bohm, who soon came to take a 
decided interest in his young pupil, and 
their relationship became more that of 
friends than of master and pupil. Mr. 
Ryder also enrolled-in the Academie Jul- 
ien, and studied under Collin and Lau- 
rens, so that all sides of his artistic na- 
ture had a chance for thorough develop- 
ment. During the time that'he spent in 
Paris Mr. Ryder made great strides, but 
at the end of the year his resources had 
become so slendér that, had it not been 
for the interest. of some of his friends at 
home who heard of his position and guar- 
anteed him a regular income durijg the 
remainder of his stay abroad, his career 
would have come to an abrupt and un- 
timely end. With the substantial help 
that these influential friends gave him 
he was enabled to travel to other art 
centers. Much of his time was spent in 
Holland, and it is to his sojourn there 
that we owe the beginning of some of his 
most interesting work. 
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Cnitics Interested 


| The following year he returned to 
America and was fortunate in interesting 
several prominent art critics in his work. 
They strongly. advised him to continue 
his stidies abroad, and, further, gratified 
by a few small sales, he left again for 
the other side, this time for Italy, where 
his romantic temperament received a 
stimulus the influence of which may be 
traced in many a canvas lately exhibited 
in refinished form. Probably the most 
notable of these is “In the Valley at 
Assisi,” now’ the property of Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson of New Jersey; in some re- 
spects it is the finest thing that he 
has yet done, although several that have 
made their appearance since, have met 
with a most gratifying reception. 
Several years were included in this 
visit abroad, and France again claimed 


a liberal share of his attention. He was 


'a contributor at the salon on several 
| occasions, and in 1907 received an hon- 


orable mention, the first official recogni- 
tion of his work. He did not confine 
himself to Paris alone, but Longpre, 
Trepied, and numerous other smaller 
French towns furnished interesting ma- 


| terial for his brush. He managed to get 


into close and intimate touch with the 
peasants, and he has given us several ex- 
ceptionally fine canvases that reveal more 
than a superficial acquaintance with his 
surroundings.

NEW YORK BANKERS URGE 
PASSAGE OF ALDRICH BILL 
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NEW YORK—The New York State 
Bankers Association concluded the busi- 
ness sessions of its convention at the 
Oriental hotel, at Manhattan beach, Fri- 
day with the passage of two resolu- 
tions, one aimed at the national legis- 
lature and the other intended for the 
state Legislature. The resolution for 
Congress is in favor of the passage of 
the Aldrich currency reform bill and an 
indorsement of the resolution adopted 
by the National Currency Association in 
Washington on June 15. _ 

The association asks the state Legis- 
lature to pass the pending bills for the 
improvement of the inheritance tax laws. 
Several speeches were made to show the 
harm that the present laws have done to 
the,state by driving away money. The 
resolution was especially in favor of the 
bill introduced in the state Senate by 
Senator Hart, which, it was said, would 
bring conditions back to what they were 
before the present inheritance laws were 
passed. 

The chief business before the conven- 
tion on this occasion has been the discus- 
sion of the Aldrich currency reform bill, 
and Friday the measure was discussed in 
its relations to trust companies and sav- 
ings banks. John Harsen Rhoades read 
the principal paper on the savings bank 
feature of the problem. He took the 
view that the proposals made for the ad- 
mission of savings banks into the Na- 
tional Reserve Association were too len- 
ient and advocated more severe require- 
ments, ‘

Millin of this city. Other collectors 
have been quick to realize that here 
is a real painter, a painter whose work 
is sure to improve, not only in quality 
but in the position to be accorded only 
by the test of years, and have not been 
slow to avail themselves of the hint. It 
is safe to predict for Mr. Ryder a posi- 
tion high in the ranks of American 
artists, and picture lovers, as well as 
collectors, will do well to trace his 
further development.

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FARRAGUT SCHOOL GARDEN SHOWS RESULTS OF 
ENTHUSIAST’S AIM TO PLANT LOVE OF FLOWERS 
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Gardening Is Wholly Voluntary on Part of Teachers and 
- Pupils, Yet Eager Little Hands and Bright 
Eyes Reward Charles M. Lamprey. 


SPRING SAW MASS OF DAFFODILS AND 
CHOICE GERANIUMS GIVE DELIGHT 


F persons passing along Huntington 
avenue on foot or in 
8 and 9 o’clock in the morning or the 
latter part of the afternoon could 
look behind the picturesque, green-hung 
wall of brick and stone surrounding the 
play-yard of the Farragut school, they 
would probably see children busily en- 
gaged in weeding and other work con- 
nected with the care of flowers. 

The school vard has thebappearance of 
a sunken garden. It is below the level 
of the street. and is entered from the 
roadway through tall ornamental iron 
wates set between brick pulars and from 
Which a flight of steps lead dawn to the 
brick-paved center. Opposite is the 
schoo] building, itself an attragetive piece 
of architecture. Steps from it also de- 
scend with a gentle sweep into the yard. 
As the vard is for play it is paved with 
brick set in herringbone fashion, giv- 
ing a pleasing effect, but around its 
four sides to a depth of six.feet is a 
flower garden, separated from the pav- 
ing by a neat stone curbing, making it 
look trim and formal. 

The back part. of the garden has been 
planted by the schoolhouse commission 
aml the park department with shrubs 
and vines which have clambered over 
the high wall and form a background of 
greenery which is a delight to the eve. 
The spaces between are filled with pe- 
rennials raised by the master of the 
school, Charles M. Lamprey. and planted 
by the teachers and older boys. 

The front part of the garden is de- 
voted to the little children, who sowed 
it with seeds in the spring and also 
placed within it plants bought by them- 
selves and the teachers. The garden has 
been arranged with a view to having 
it always seem full’ of bloom, one plant 
blossoming as another stops. As it is 
comparatively new and it takes time for 
plants to develop, its full beauty is not 
so evidént now as it will be in succeed- 
ing vears. In the spring it was a mass 
of daffodils nodding their heads in the 
sunlight to the delight of all who. saw 
them. 

Work in the garden is wholly volun- 
tary on\the part of both teachers and 
pupils. Mr. Lamprey is an enthusiast 
on gardening as a cultural and educa- 
tional influence in the life of the child, 
but he believes there should be nothing 
compulsory about it, and that it should 
be an natural expression and not a 
forced one. 


“The chief purpose of a school garden, 
* he says, “is to 
arouse and mature the love for growing 
things; for sprouting seed and budding 
plant, and the blossoms and fruit in 
season, It gives city children a little 
taste of one of nature's greatest gifts. 
It teaches them to help create a beauti- 
ful and attractive environment. It turns 
the attention to a desirable form. of 
activity and tends to lead the ehild 
whose’ habits are coarsened by contact 
with street life into lines of thought 
and agtion that him a_ healthy 
normal attitude toward his” environ- 
ment. But if love for the garden and 
its contents not present in the heart 
of the teacher she cannot expect _ to 
do much with the ehildren. It the 
spirit in which the work is approached 
and carried on that determines the real 
value of the garden as a part of the 
child’s sehool life.” 

In other words he wants them to work 
in the garden because they love it so 
they cannot keep from doing it. For 
this reason he would not have it a part 
of the routine. At thes Martin 
school where are his own headquarters 
(the Martin and the Farragut both are 
under his charge, being in the same dis- 
trict. the Farragut for the smaller chil- 
dren and the Martin for the older

In- 
dividual gardens arouse interest and cul- 
tivate a sense of ownership and personal] 
responsibility. According to Mr. Lam- 
prey, who has given the subject careful 
consideration, the school garden devoted 
to flowers always has an influence on 
the character and taste of children, They 
like to plan and plant the beds. They 
learn to love growing plants and to care 
for them intelligently; constructive and 
conservative habits are developed and 
cooperative effort encouraged, and even 
if nothing more than a lowe for flowers 
resulted the time would be well spent.

Reorganization of the ‘Democratic 
Progressive” party as the “Progressive” 
party was recommended at a meeting 
of the state committee of this comniit- 
tee at the State House Friday. It was 
further voted not to participate in the 
primary this fall. 

Senator Roger Sherman Hoar of Con- 
cord presided at the meeting, Lewis SS, 
Record of Palmer acting as secretary. 
Less than half a dozen were present. 

The Democratic Progressive party came 
into the result of Governor 
Foss receiving more than 3 per cent of 
the vote cast for Governor last year as 
a “Democratic Progressive.” Mr. Foss’ 
name was on the ballot twice. his own 
designation being plain “Democrat.” The 
Massachusetts law provides that a party 
receiving more than 3 per cent of the 
votes cast for Governor at a state elee- 
tion shall become a legal political party. 

Secretary of State Langtry will pro- 
vide ballots for the Democratic Progres- 
sive party at the state primaries, how- 
ever, since the party is entitled to them 
under the law. If any person gets 250 
signatures for Governor in each of four 
counties before Aug. 26, as a “Democratic 
Progressive’ candidate, his name will go 
on the ballot.

SELF-FREEZING CREAM IS: EASY 


But care is required to make it smoath. 


F you wish a plain ice cream, says a 

writer for the Chicago Record-Herald, 
make a custard of a quart of sweet 
milk, seven eggs and four cupfuls of 
granulated sugar. Scald the milk, add 
the eggs beaten up with the sugar, and 
stir over them until the custard is rich 
and smooth, but not until it begins to 
break. ‘To prevent this, put a pinch of 
soda into the milk while cooking. Al- 
ways make custard in a double boiler. 
Let the custard get perfectly cold before 
stirring into it a quart of rich cream. 
It is now ready for flavoring. If you 
use a simple extract of vanilla or bitter 
almond, or lemon, all you have to do Is 
stir it in. 

Have at hand a quantity of finely 
pounded ice and a bag of rock salt. Turn 
the custard into the freezer and sur- 
round the latter with alternaté layers of 
pounded ice and rock salt. Fill to the 
very top of the tightly closed freezer 
and pour in two quarts of the strongest 
brine. The freezer must be buried out 
of sight in cracked ice. Put over all a 
thick cloth—a doubled sack or a piece 
of carpet—and set aside. In an_ hour’s 
time open, beat and churn the contents, 
having scraped the frozen walls of cus- 
tard from the sides into the middle of 
the freezer. 

Now is the time for adding fruits of 
any kind--berries, peaches, pineapple, a 
mixture of chopped crystallized fruits 
‘in fact, whatever you may

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wish to vary the dessert. with. Beat 
these in hard with a wooden paddle, and 
as fast as you can, for the outer air soon 
melts the frozen contents of the inner 
vessel. But beating and churning must 
be thorough if you would have smooth 
ice cream. Fasten down the lid; drain 
off about half the liquid which has ac- 
cumulated ‘in the outer pail; not more 
for the salt is needed to carry on the pro- 
cess. Pack fresh supplies of rock salt 
and pounded ice about the‘freezer; put 
a weight on top to keep the freezer 
from flodting; cover so closely that the 
air cannot get at the salted icé, and 
leave for two hours—or six. 

This is self-freezing ¢ream: It is 
about as easily made as any other sweet 
dish, and the best one can have in warm 
weather. It is all the better for linger- 
ing in the ice for some hours after it is 
frozen. 

When you are ready to serve the 
cream lift out the freezer, wrap all 
about it a towel wrung out in boiling 
water and invert it upon a chilled dish. 
You will have a column of lusciousness, 
smooth and firm.

GREEN CORN CAKES. 

ORN which has been left over from 

dinner will make nice griddle cakes 
for breakfast. Score and scrape the cobs 
and to each pint of pulp add a pint of 
milk, two eggs, a teaspoon of sugar, a 
scant teaspoon of salt, and one cup of. 
flour in which a level teaspoon of baking | 
powder has been sifted.

FRUIT BISCUIT. 

Two cups of flour, four teaspoons of | 
baking powder, two tablespoons of sugar, | 
two tablespoons of butter, one quarter 
cup of raisins, one half teaspoon of salt, 
one third teaspoon.of cinnamon, one cup 
of milk, one quarter cup of currants. 
Sift together the dry ingredients and 
work in the butter with the fingers; 
then add the milk slowly, then the cur- 
rants, and raisins cut in small pieces. 
Turn the dough onto a floured board, 
roll one half inch thick and cut into 
biscuit. Place in a buttered pan and 
bake 15 minutes in a hot oven. 


LEMON BUTTER. 

Put together in a granite saucepan 
one half pound of granulated sugar and 
six full, but not heaped tablespoons of 
butter and when these are melted stir 
into them the grated yellow part of the 
rind of a large lemon and all the juice, 
adding gradually the beaten yolks of 
three and the stiffened white of 


eggs 


one. Stir until like a very thick boiled 
custard, or like, rather, soft butter. 
This may be used for cake filling and 
will keep in the icebox for some days. 


STRAWBERRY PIE. 

Fill a rich open crust (baked) with 
hulled strawberries. Make a _ frosting 
of one cup of sugar and the beaten 
white of an egg, or make a boiled frost- 
ing. Put the pie in the oven long enough 
to cook the berries until soft, while 
warm, pour over them the frosting and 
serve.—Montreal Star. 


ORANGE PUDDING. 
Make a custard (cooking 
double boiler) of one pint of milk, one 
tablespoonful of cornstarch, yolks of 
three eggs, three fourths of a cupful of 
sugar; boil it until it thickens. Then 
remove and set aside until it cools. 
Have the whites of three eggs in the 
meantime where they can cool. While 
the custard is cooling break three or four 
oranges into shreds, removing all seeds 
and pulp, and sugar well. Whip up the 
egg white until stiff and fold gently into 
the custard; then lay on top the 
shredded orange, after removing some 
of the juice, and serve with or without 
whipped cream.—Louisville Herald.

Greek Play at Bradfield College. 


(Special to the Monitor.)

skill of the chauffeur in affording the 
owner real service. 

To the casual_observer it seems an 
easv matter to handle the powerful 
but upon the operator rests the added 
responsibility of mechanical efficiency. 
The day is past when owners of cars 
accept any old excuse when their car 
is stalled. 

Owners of cars quite often know as 
much about the car as the driver, and 
therefore are in a position properly to 
judge unnecessary delays. These delays, 
without doubt, are often caused by unre- 
liable ignition. The carburetor system 
will rarely give trouble except in cases 
of dirty gasolene. ee 

To overcome a delay from this source 
one needs only to drain off the carbure- 
tor or clean out the pipe line, without 
necessarily changing the carburetor ad- 
justment. If it should become necessary 
to remove the needle valve or any other 
parts, a careful note as to their proper 
replacement should be made. 

“With the modern lubricating system 
trouble seldom arises. As proper engine 
lubrication is a most important feature 
of construction, manufacturers have 
designed this as carefully as_ possible, 
the only caution ‘being to keep the oil 
tank properly filled and observe the 
proper flow through the gauges. 

“The ignition system, however, is a 
source of trouble in many ways. Few 
operators understand it sufficiently to be 
without a care. When trouble in this 
mechanism of the automobile occurs, it 


must be traced, and to do so quickly one 


must have an intimate konwledge of its 
workings. The trouble may arise from a 
number of sources. Assuming, as an 
instance, the use of high tension mag- 
neto, one should first test for weak 
compression, then for foul spark plugs. 
When all wiring is intact this is usually 
the source of trouble. However, should 
the eylinder compression be found good 
and the plugs in repair and clean, the 
next in order is an inspection of the 
magneto itself. Assuming all wires free 
from leakage and the primary connec- 
tions tight, the trouble invariably will 
be found in the timer or circuit breaker. 
“This may be foul with oil or dirt or 
the plantinum points may ‘be found cor- 
roded, preventing a clean making and 
breaking of the primary circuit. This 
part cleaned and the points properly ad- 
justed will invariably touch the spot

ELECTRIC FIRE 
SERVICE DOING 
WELL INGERMANY 


Engineering, a weekly journal of 
London, Eng., in a_ recent article on 
“The Modernization of the German Fire 
Service,” quotes interestingly from the 
records of the special commission = re- 
cently sent by the British fire prevention 
committee to visit Berlin, Hamburg and 
Hanover in Germany. 

Among other points+the report 
that self propelled (electric) appliances 
have been iptroduced in Hanover for the 
brigade ambulance service, and that the 
savings predicted for these types of 
motor apparatus have been fully real- 
ized. The first three years’ working of 
a unit of three motor fire appliances at 
a single unit fire station meant a saving 
of approximately $7300, as compared with 
the cost of working a self-contained unit 

three-horsed appliances. 

Today the same units, fully eight 
years old, comprising an  electro-mobile 
chemical engine, eleetro-mobile trap and 
steam- propelled steam fire engine, cost 
only $715 in the upkeep, while a horsed 
unit of three similar appliances 
$2275 for the vear. It should, however, 
be pointed out that while the three 
horsed appliances required three pairs 
of horses and six special men as coach- 
men, the duties of the six special coach- 
men are now done by six firemen in the 
ordinary course of their work, for which 
extra service they receive slightly higher 
pav. Of course, a motor trap can be 
left unattended at a fire while a pair of 
horses require the attendance of a spe- 
cial man. 

In a few words, the Berlin royal police 
fire brigade is being transformed bodily 
into a motor fire brigade able to attack 
a fire instantly upon arrival.

It is un- 
fortunate that in spite of. the fact that 
with the exception of during one or two 
short periods the supply of motor cars 
has not equaled the possible sale, the 
well-being of the industry has suffered 
much. Because of its apparently rosy 
future many were misled into the belief 
that it was any man’s business. 

“The real motor car, the one that is 
a credit to its maker and to the industry, 
must be something more than a mere 
assembly of components obtained indis- 
criminately, a motor here, a transmission 
there, an axle some place else. and a 
score or more of other parts in as many 
different places.

“~ODAY. after English-speaking 
teachers have been in touch with 
the Spanish-speaking Filipinos | 
for 10 years, there is concrete | 

evidence that never before in the his- 
tory of the far eastern archipelago has 
education been so general. No more val- 
uable document has found its way to 
Washington in vears than the tenth an- 
nual report of the director of education 
for the Philippine islands. The work of 
the American teacher in Porto Rico has 
been important. It has been instru- 
mental in elevating the native to where 
he js now a foremost factor for the 
education of his own people. But in the 
Orient. different problems presented 
themselves. It is little less than remark- 
able that in so short a space of time 
languages diametrically opposed in form 
should lend themselves so excellently in 
bringing Americans and Filipinos into 
amiable relationship. 

The schoolroom: has ‘been to Manila 
what no manner of military display and 
discipline could ever have accomplished. 
Independent in-spirit, the Filipino can 
he better led than driven. It is for this 
reason that the government has gone 
slow in making education compulsory. 
There has been recommendation by the 
director in the islands to legislate to 
that effect. But the work of the past 
year has been convincing proof that the 
people themselves realize more and more 
. that American supervision is for their 
own and it should not be long 
before irregularity. which is still marked 
in certain districts, will be superseded 
by a more regular attendance.

American teachers in the employ of 
the educational bureau of the islands at 
the end of the last fiscal year numbered

The Spaniards at home a 
decade ago were handicapped by teach- 
ing methods that made little inroads 
on illiteracy. | That the colonies were 
not better served was almost a matter 
of course. Porto Rico was an example 
of a territory which at once responded 
to the American application of the Eng- 
lish language. But conditions in the 
West Indies were different from those 
in the Pacific. It was a comparatively 
-“asy thing to make the Porto Ricans 
understand that the United States 
schoolmaster had nothing whatever to 
do with the military organization. In 
the Philippines, however, the natives 
Were suspicious of intentions that were 
expressed side by side with military dis- 
plays that might seem provocative. To- 
day. no matter what critics may say 
to the contrary, the American occupa- 
tion has won a decided victory and has 
made a conquest of the native heart. 
A visit to a school in the archipelago, 
be it in Manila or in one of the re- 
motest hamlets, proves that the Amer- 
ican teacher has been the: cause of the 
Filipinos no longer viewing the United 
States with suspicion. 


More Assistance Needed 


There is need for more American 
teachers in the Philippines, according to 
the director of the board of education. 
At least 100 capable individuals can be

The big trees are unique in the world, 
says the government report prepared 
under the direction of Gifford Pinchot-- 
the grandest, the largest, the oldest, the 
most majestically graceful of trees, and 
if it were not enough to be all this, they 
are among the scarcest of known tree 
species and have the extreme value ot 
being the best'living representatives of a 
former geologic age. It is a tree which 
has come down to us through many cen- 
turies solely because of its superb qualifi- 
cations. Its bark is often two feet thick 
and is almost non-combustible. 

The Calaveras grove of big trees, the 
finest of all, was discovered by John Bid- 
well in 184]. It is in Calaveras county, 


occupies a belt 3200 feet long by 700 feet 


broad, and has between 90 and 100 trees 
of large size. One of the largest of the 
trees was cut down in 1853, said to be 
the original tree discovered by Bidwell. 
Its diameter across the solid wood after 


the bark was removed (and which was | 


from 15 to 18 inches in thickness) was 
25 feet, although the tree was cut off 
six feet above the ground.- On July 4, 
1854, a cotillion party of 32 persons 
danced on this stump, in addition to 
which the musicians and lookers-on num- 
bered 17, making a total of 49 occupants 
on its surface at one time. This tree 
was 302 feet in height and at the ground 
96 feet in circumference before it was 
disturbed. It was claimed to be nearly 
2000 years old.

NTIL men began to navigate the air 
and study its currents and move- 
ments, little attention was paid to the 
conditions of the upper atmosphere, and 


such matters as atmospheric tides and 
top currents completely encircling the 
earth were of seemingly little interest. 

Since men have flown, and especially 
since -men have flown and fallen, we 
have heard a great deal in a vague way 
of air currents. Recently Lawrence 
Hodges in a paper before an English 
learned body gave some unique facts 
about air tides which are not generally 
known. 

The moon, we know, causes the marine 
tides by its attraction. It draws the 
water on the surface of the earth toward 
it in a hump on the side that is exposed 
toward the lunar influence, and draws 
the earth itself away from the water on 
the opposite side, leaving a similar hump 
of water. 


AROUND EARTH SEVEN TIMES 


The air, it seems, is affected in the! 


same way. ‘The layer of atmosphere 
about the earth rises, falls and flows 
more freely than water, because it is 
lighter, so the tide comes more quickly 
in the air at a given spot than the ma- 
rine tide. 

This rise and fall, however, means just 
as much to the navigator of the air 
as the tide in the sea does to the sailor, 
and has to be accounted for. The most 
remarkable current, however, is one 
constant stream in the atmosphere run- 
ning from west to east completely 
around the earth in the upper atmo- 
sphere. 

This wag first brought to public at- 
tention when the voleano Krakatao blew 
a cubic mile of matter into the upper 
atmosphere in the eighties. The lighter 
particles were seen to make a complete 
circuit of the earth seven times in this 
cireumglobular current before they finally 


disappeared.—San Francisco Call.

Henry T. Finck Is Giving Help to Young Aspiring America by His Book,

by example what must be done to sne- 
ceed and how hard the path may some- 
times be. He called his book “Success in| 
Music,” and has written with sympathy | 
about a number of players and singers | 
Whose names are household words. 

There no better incentive to any 
singer than the career, for example, of | 
Jenny Lind, and many persons will find | 
that Mr. Finek has done specially good | 
service in showing how 
such success and public adulation as has | 
fallen to the share of scarce half a dozen 
great vocalists, Jenny Lind deliberately 
turned her back on the operatic stage, 
much of the work of which was distaste- 
ful to her, and gave herself entirely 
thenceforth to oratorio and song singing, 
as work into which her highest nature 
could pour itself unhindered. 

Jenny Lind had her wps and downs of 
experience, too. She began to sing as a 
child. Some one heard her singing to a 
favorite cat as she sat in a window and 
told the director of the royal opera about 
her. She was at once put under regime 
for stage and general training, though 
only 9 vears old. 

She learned to walk, to speak, to 
move in those delightfully perfect mo- 
tions that. were so large a part of her: 
charm. Kven to see her simply stand, 
Waiting to begin to sing, won her aud- 
ience’s admiration, it is said. She re- 


is 


gretted that other singers did not have | 
this early training in the action of the: 


stage. without which none, she thought, 


ever became really perfected in the art | 


of bodily control.- This grace and har- 
mony of movement is hard to learn after 
years of wrong use of the bodily mem- 
bers. Indeed, Jenny Lind was so great 
an actress that she was even urged to 
give up opera entirely and devote herself 
to dramatic work. 


Jenny Lind Sees Garcia 


At about 20 she was offered a position 


as court singer, at a salary of $750 a: 
year, but she had begun to appreciate | 
something of her ability both in acting, 


and singing (she had been appearing in 
public since the age of 11), and very 
wisely decided to go to Paris for further 
study before erttering a wider public 
career, When she reached Paris Garcia 
told her that her voice was practically 


gone, already, from bad use, and that it! 


was useless for her to try to sing any 
more. Finally he said that if she would 
agree not to sing and hardly to speak 
during six months he would try to see 
what could be done at the end of the 
time. She spent the time studying 
French and German, 

Returning to the great maestro, she 
found that the voice had got back to 
something of its normal condition and 
the lessons began. She worked with him 
10 months only, but in that period had 
gained full control of her voice. It had 
become mellower and more sonorous, 
richer and clearer, too. It was so lovely 
that Chopin said: “Her singing is infal- 
liby pure and true, but above all I ad- 
mire her piano passages, the charm of 
which is indescribable.” 

That she should accomplish so much in 
so short a time is a marvel, but she had 
all her life worked with endless painstak- 
ing and attention to detail. She contin- 
ued to work in that way. 
a lady left her once practising the Ger- 
man word “zersplittre” and returning 
several hours later found her still per- 
sistihg at this word. 

Finally ste learned to enunciate per- 
fectly any word in any language she 
knew at any point of the voice. She 
gairied such a perfection of breath con- 
trol that no one could detect when she

‘Wearied of Opera 


Her modesty and humility are some- 
| thing to marvel at, even after the peo- 
ple of Vienna were serenading her at her 
‘hotel and paying a fabulous price for 
a seat in the opera house when she sang. 
| She wept over the testimony of admira- 
tion and said, “Next time I will try to 
‘do better.” She wrote, it is true, that 
she had had “a heavenly career,’ but 
when only 29 years old she wearied of 
the adulation, and turned, as we have 
said, to the concert stage and a more 
normal life. It was as a concert singer 
that she made her marvelous tour in 
|America under the conduct of P. T. Bar- 
num. In New York there was a sere- 
nade in her honor, with a procession of 
700 members of the fire brigade, and 
her total profits were $154,000, $100,000 
of which she invested for benevolent 
purposes in Sweden, partly in recognition 
of the years of free tuition she had had 
there at the ,expense of the government, 

In 1848 she is said to have declared 

/her intention to “wed myself whollp to 
well-doing,” and she gave largely to good 
causes thenceforth. From the time she 
won her place in the world of Europe at 
large she never again sang in her native 
land for personal gain. The “Swedish 
Nightingale had a grateful heart and a 
Joyal. 
Mr. Finck in passing reminds us that 
| Mendelssohn’ was her great admirer and 
composed the soprano parts of “Elijah” 
especially to suit her voice. Her F sharp 
was peculiarly beautiful and this is the 
tone exploited so marvellously in “Hear 
Ye, Israel.” Tt was said that he had 
studied her voice with microscopic care 
and knew the. timbre of every tone as 
well as if it had been his own. 


‘Farrar a Hard Worker 


Another of the remarkable personali- 
| ties whose rise to fame is described here 
as an example and incentive to young 
singers—and Mr, Finck says boldly that 
there is a dearth of good opera singeys 
today, of real artists who can meet the 
public demand—is Geraldine Farrar, who 
also found fame in youth and also 
as celebrated for ther acting as for her

her for and with which the great German 
prima donna (Wagner’s ideal, it is said). 
finally expressed herself as perfectly sat- 
isfied. Miss Farrar says she saw that 
Elizabeth has to win the audience as 
she wins her friends in the story, by her 
spirituality, as contrasted with the 
earthly charms of Venus. 

“She has got to make a man feel that 
the spiritual is worth while,” said Miss 
Farrar; “you have to go through the 
spiritual struggle yourself before you 
can convince others of its conquering 
power; and that is not always an easy 
talk for a young woman who is not 
overspiritualized.” She says that she 
studied 10 solid months on that role and 
then finally decided that it could be re- 
duced “to a matter of the light in 
the eyes.” 


Light in Eyes Is Aim 


She studied hundreds of old master- 


pieces, and saw there was 


the look of 


the eyes: they are what hold one, in 
spite of the oddity and often grotesque- 
ness of the rest of the face or figure. 
And so she endeavored herself to rise 
spiritually so that she might put into 
her face and especially into her eves 
that light of aspiration which should 
account for the influence Elizabeth has 
on those around her. 

“My audience must feel the soul 
quality, must see it shining in the eves, 
illuminating the face. The uplifting of 
my arm must mean something that grips 


that always 


illumination and vision in 


uplift, not a mere meaningless gesture.” 

These things: show how deeply the 
voung singer has given herself to her 
work and ‘what noble ideals govern her. 
In a letter to Mr. Finek, describing with 
great enthusiasm her experiences in Eu- 
rope, she says, “He who seeks the high- 
est of himself must walk in an untrod- 
den path.” 

Of Tetrazzini Mr. Finck has some- 
thing to say as to the pity of it that 
with the marvelous beauty of her high 
voice she did not study more than those 
vaunted six months, for then she might 
have made her voice more even through- 
out. He speaks, too, of her endeavor 
to think out the meaning of her roles 
and put the emotion of the moment into 
every phrase, even the runs and trills. 
Tetrazzini began bv imitating her elder 
sister who was a- prima donna. This is 
another hint for singers--of how much 
they gain by hearing the great artists, 
thus establishing the standard of tone 
in thought.

Manuscripts in H uth Collection Sold for More Than 


Their Cost.

Huth collection, whith has 


large prices were realized. The 
collector a little over £2000 ($10,000) ; 
the first half of the collection, however, 
was sold for a sum not far off £6000 
($30,000). The highest price was that 
paid for Henry Fielding’s autograph re- 
ceipt for £600, which was paid him by 
Millar, the publisher, for the copyright 
of “Tom Jones.” This receipt is dated 
June il, 1748, and is accompanied by the 
original agreement for writing the book, 
signed and sealed by Fielding. Only 
guineas was originally paid for this lot; 
at Messrs. Sotheby’s, however, £1015 
($5075) was obtained. Another manu- 
script which cost practically the same 
amount fetched £490. the purchaser be- 
ing G. D. Smith of New York. 

Other interesting lots were an auto-

Jobbers have been disposed to cut 
shipping prices from one half to a cent 
a bushel on oats. Mill feeds. especially 
bran and middlings, are about SOc. per 
ton higher. We think this due mostly 
to the strength in the cereals and the 
droughty conditions prevailing in some 
parts of the West. 

Gluten feed is up 90c. per ton. selling 
at about the same price as corn meal. 

While it is probable that we will not 


feed heavily 


raise as large a crop of oats as last 
year, still we believe whatever damage 
has so far been done has been discounted 
in an advance of about 331-3 per cent 
from the low point, and we further be- 
lieve that there are plenty of old Oats, 
probably more than is usually the case 
at this time of the year. There are re- 
ports that the coming crop of oats will 
be light in weight. This we consider a 


bear argument for the reason that a 


light crop of oats will go farther than 
the same size crop of heavier oats. the 
reason being that probably 95 per cent 
of all horse feeders feed by measure 
and give about the same measure of 


heavy oats as they do of light ones. 

We do not believe that the hot weather 
has injured corn to any great extent 
and there is plenty of corn yet in farm- 


ers’ hands. It is natural to suppose that 
during the growing season abnormal con- 


ditions will tend to make the farmers 
hold back old grain and cause higher 


prices; however, should the harvest turn 
out considerably better than the present 
outlook, with what ‘oats the farmers are 
supposed to have a free marketing 
would” break the market considerably. 

If oats are going to be smal] in quan- 
tity and light in weight it will do to 
watch the barley crop closely, as when- 
ever oats get up to over 50c Boston 
there are many barley mixtures wanted, 
Whereas this season but very few barley 
mixtures have been sold.

ESTATES BOUGHT 
BY QUEENSLAND 
TO AID SETTLERS 


‘Australian State, Pursuing 
Closer Settlement Aim, Is 
Repurchasing Land and 
Opening It Up to Farmers. 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

BRISBANE, Queensland—Considerable 
progress is being made with the closer 
settlement movement in Queensland, no 
fewer than 26 estates having been re- 
purchased by the government under the 
provisions of the agricultural lands pur- 
chase acts. 

The total area surrendered was 497,- 
095 acres and the total purchasing price 
£1,349,250 ($6,746,250). The estates 
were opened to selection in 2579 portions, 
the actual purchasing price being £1,- 
617,629. The area selected was 437,- 
495 acres, while the amount sold by auc- 
tion was 10,821 acres. 

No less than 1,223,304 acres of land 
were selected in Queensland during the 
first quarter of the current year, and 
during the month of March 237 portions 
representing 343,824 acres were selected.

FRENCH COLONIAL BANKING 
~ LIKELY TO ENTER NEW ERA 


Renewal of Concessions in Oversea Possessions Is Consid- 
ered Undesirable and Amalgamation or Other Re- 
form Is Expected From Commission Now at Work. 


(Special to the Monitor.) 


PARIS—-In view of the great atten- 


tion that is being now given to French | 
colonial banking questions in political as | 
| schmidt, 


well as financial circles, it is very inter- 
esting to note that in 1912 the conces- 
sions granted to the banks in Martin- 
ique, Guadeloupe, Reunion and Guiana 
will expire. 

The government has for some time 
past been actively occupied with the 
question of future banking regulations 
generally and more especially as_ to 
Whether these concessions should or 
should not be renewed or whether some 
other system should not rather be 
adopted. 

There appear to exist strong reasons 
which make the question of the renewal 
of these concessions very undesirable. 
The various banks, all of which have 
their head offices in the colonies them- 
selves, are declared by writers to have 
been too often the prey of local finan- 
cial influences, and it has been believed 
that the only way to eliminate this un- 
desirable quantity which is said to have 
hitherto played too great a role in the 
operations of the colonial banks is to 
amalgamate them and give them a com- 


‘mon head office which shall be located 


in France. 

Recently, however, it has been thought 
that there is another way to bring about 
the necessary changes in the methods 
of colonial banking without causing any 
violent upheaval].

But of all the legends connected with 
Westminster Abbey, its ceremonies and 
their accessories, none is more romantic 
and poetic than that which has been 
woven round the coronation chair. This 
famous historic relic was made bv order 
of Edward I., and in it all the reigning 
sovereigns of England have sat to be 
crowned from that day to this. 

The chair is made of oak, 
being furnished by Master Adam, 
King’s goldsmith. It was painted 
Master Walter, 
was finished on March 27, 1300. 
famous Swedish professor visiting this 
in 1748 remarked contemptu- 
ously, “Many a poor old woman with 
only one room has a better and more 
handsomely made chair than this.”

Sicily and Spain, and when next heard 
of it had become the “stone of fate” on 
the sacred hill of Tara.

KAISER EACH YEAR SEES OPERAS AT WIESBADEN 


HE report of the Governor of St. 

Helena for the vear 1910 calls atten- 
tion. to one of those out-of-the-way 
islets belonging to the British empire 
which, if it had not been chosen as a 
of confinement for the great 
Napoleon, would probably have remained 
unknown to the generality of people. 

This little island, whose greatest 
length is only 10% and its greatest 
width 8% miles, was seized by the East 
India Company in 1651 on its evacuation 
by the Dutch, and remained under the 
government ‘of the company until 1834, 
when it passed into the hands of the 
crown. Lying on the route to the east, 
it continued to prosper until the opening 
of the Suez canal, which, by altering the 
route to the East Indies, deprived the in- 
habitants of their means of livelihood. 
The presence of the garrison, however, 
brought them a certain amount of busi- 
ness, but even this business was lost 
when the garrison was removed a few 
years agé. Since then a mackerel-curing 
factory was opened in the island, but 
though great hopes were entertained of 
its success, the factory has had to be 
closed down. 

Now it has been siccemel that St. 
Helena offers great advantages as a 
whaling center, and the Governor states 
that he hopes to see a whaling station 
and factory established on the island in 
the course of the present year.

T the Sheldonian theater at Oxford 
University the professor of poetry, 

Dr. T. Herbert Warren, professor of 
Magdalen College, delivered his inaugural 
lecture on “Oxford and Poetry in 1911.” 
Dr. Warren said that the best way 
to estimate the position of poetry in 
England was to look at the poetic his- 
tory of the past century. Matthew Ar- 
nold had in his poem entitled “The New 
Age” described the advent of a new 
era. It was the era of which one of 
the most marked features was the ad- 
vent of the Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood. 
With the London Pre-Raphaelites there 
had been merged the Oxford circle of 
Burne-Jones and Morris. Together they 
had revolutionized the world of art and 
poetry. Meanwhile Tennyson’ and 
Browning, who had started 20 years 
before, still continued to write, and cov- 
ered altogether three generations. Now 
20 years had again elapsed. The world 
was full of movement and was never 
more interesting, perhaps, for young or 
old than at present. New nations were 
springing up, old nations were waking 
and reviving. Never was there more 


_need for the intuition of the poet to 


interpret the new age to itself. Where 
were the new poets to be looked for?

HE Bible ig replete with admoni- 
tions on the virtue and the duty 
of rejoicing. All through the 
books of the Old Testament, all 
through the New, the Israelites, 
the Jews and the early Chris- 

tians are exhorted in every variety of 

phrase to be glad, to rejoice, not only 

“in the Lord.” but “before the Lord,” 

and in every good thing. Especially is 

this the case in the writings of St. Paul, 
who himself rejoiced under all circum- 
and took pleasure even in in-

stances, 
firmities. 

That there must be a reason for this 
insistence upon this one point is obvious, 


and it is not far to seek it we only look ~ 


in the right direction for it. 

Among the many profound subjects 
touched upon in his discourses with his 
disciples, Jesus spoke several times about 


joy, and finally stated that in the day 


when they should see Him after the 


resurrection. they would rejoice, and 
their joy no man should take from them. 
He further said that also in that day 
they would not need to ask him any- 
thing, but that they would be able to 
approach the Father directly. Is not 
that the reason why prophets, psalmists 
and apostles rejoiced so constantly and 
saw the necessity of doing so, because 
they walked with God continually, and 
knew that if they were despondent or 
sorrowful they were allowing “the ad- 
versary” to separate them from Kim? 
St. Paul certainly realized: this when 
he placed joy one/of the first on the list 
of the fruits of he Spirit. 

The world today. even the professedly 
Christian world, seems to have forgotten 
many of these things, and so, instead 
of the religion of Christ being a religion 
of joy, it has become Jargely ene of 
being resigned to the will of God, mean- 
ing generally being resigned to disease, 


disaster, trouble, while joy is usually 
considered to be a matter of tempera- 
ment. How strange it is that in spite 
of all the devotion, the self-sacrifice 
which has characterized the Christian 
church, the inner meanings of the Bible 
teuching should have been so misinter- 
preted. 

One of the consequences of this par- 
ticular misinterpretation is that an ex- 
traordinary amount of superstition has 
grow n up round the question of joy. One 
of the most common forms of this is the 
very widely spread feeling that a great 
sense of joy is an almost sure precursor 
of disaster. The Scotch speak of this 
as “being fey” and both English and Ger- 
man have phrases expressing the same 
idea. Anything further removed from 
the Scriptural view one can hardly imag- 
ine. 

Such a state of things:arises from fear, 
fear born of that universal misconcep- 


tion which looks to material things and 
to temporary issues for its joy, and finds 
it as elusive as the Fata Morgana of the 
fable. . 

On page 298 of Science and Health 
Mrs. Eddy has expressed this general 
sentiment when she points out that when 
thought attains to a true knowledge of 
God “joy is no longer a trembler.” 

It appeags then that joy is nota 
matter of temperament or of circum- 
stance, but of knowledge, of understand- 
ing, and that the jov which is born of 
this knowledge is that which the world 
can neither give nor take away. Many 
widl be inclined to say that this is not 
so, that while it is true that a knowledge 
of God can give peace or contentment 
it does not necessarily give joy; but such 
an objection arises from a misconception 
of joy and of its nature and source. 
Experience is proving to an ever in- 
creasing number of people that the words 


of Jesus are actually true, and that a 
perception of the risen Christ in Chris- 
tian Science does impart a joy 'which 
“no man taketh from you.” Then the 
question will arise, how to .gain this 
perception? Mrs. Eddy has given jus the 
answer on pages 495-96 of Science and 
Health: “Study thoroughly the | letter 
and imbibe the spirit.” “Your [fruits 
will prove what the understanding of 
God brings to man.’ 
The poet has well said: 1 
“Take joy home, |

Try it with a watch and 
it will be found that it is just possible 
to count 19 in the lapse of a single 
second. But ome must count very fast 
to do it.

WHEN it is considered that more than 
10,000 bids were received by the govern- 
The _ ment this week. for the $50,000,000 3 per 

- cent Panama bonds, and when it is realized 
' that the issue was three times oversubscribed, 
' some idea will.be gained as to the enormous 
amount of money that is now seeking invest- 
ment. It is gratifying to know that these 
honds were distributed among almost 1200 
successful bidders. Prices now paid for 
them in the market are such as will net the investors considerably 
less than 3 per cent. There has-been heavy trading in this issue 
since the awards were made, and prices are well above the sub- 
scription figures. The great success of this new issue and the big 
demand on the part of individual investors indicate in striking 
manner the faith of the public in the credit of the nation, and 
doubtless will so impress capitalists of foreign countries. 

Business interests have seldom laid so much stress upon crop 
conditions and their relation to the country’s industries as they are 
doing at present. Reports as to the crop situation should not be 
taken too seriously, however, during the month of June. Crop 
scares’ are usually prevalent at this time, and are often used to 
manipulate market prices for the cereals and cotton. During the 
present month some deterioration may have occurred, but, with the

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exception of winter wheat, it is too early to form anything hke 


an accurate estimate as to what-the aggregate yield will be. It 1s 
cuite certain that the total crop of winter wheat will be larger than 
last year. Allowing for the usual deterioration in other crops, 
there is little question that the total harvest will be the greatest 
in the country’s history. Aid crop conditions elsewhere throughout 
the world, taken as a-whole, are eminently satisfactory. 

Increased activity in the iron and steel trade is an encouraging 
feature of the week's developments. Larger buying, of certain steel 
products has followed the recent price reductions. Lower prices for 
wire products were announced this week, reductions having been made 
doubtless for the purpose of stimulating greater business. Steel 
rails are still unchanged in quotations, prices remaining the same 
as they have been in times of active demand. If some concessions 
were to be made on rail prices it is almost certain that the mills 
would be running nearer capacity than they are now. Railroads 
have been postponing the purchasing of rails in the hope that prices 
may be reduced. They have been forced to exercise economy, and 
old rails have been made to serve longer than would have been the 
case had prices been reduced with those of other commodities. The 
inills doubtless have lost a certain amount of business on this account 
which cannot be regained. Railway companies naturally believe that 
it-is only a question of time until rail prices will be reduced, for 
the tendency of price movements for. almost all commodities is 
downward. The sooner the bottom has been reached the sooner 
will business take a normal level.

The entire Kansas delegation has felt justified, by the drift of public 
opinion in that state, to turn .its back on a policy that has been 
identical with Republicanism for over forty years. The progressive 
element in the Republican party has made it clear that the Democ- 
racy may count upon its support in every honest effort to bring 
about thorough and downward revision. There may be points upon 
which the tariff reformers in Congress, of both parties, cannot 
altogether agree, but it 1s manifest that, if need be, they will be 
found in solid phalanx fighting the standpat idea and all that it 
represents. a oh 

Clearly, all this is in fesponse to the popular wish. The coun- 
try has been restless for”several years under political and economic 
conditions for the existence of which a high protective tariff, wrongly 
or rightly, is held'to be responsible. In this connection, if only for 
the educational value, it is interesting to take a rapid survey of 
the immediate past. There was no better political campaign mater- 
ial in 1896, from the Republican viewpoint, than that drawn from 
the Republican party record as a champion of protection. The 
tunes had been and were still bad, and their badness was attributed 
to the efforts made by the Democratic party in the preceding years 
to overturn the protective policy. In every conceivable manner the 
attention of the public was directed to the prosperity that had 
reigned, under protection, ‘from thé time of Hayes to the time of 
Cleveland. Much was made of the “smokeless factory chimney” 
under the latter; much was made of the “full dinner pail” that was 
to be under McKinley. The “captain of industry” was in the saddle. 
lt was his campaign. His-portrait, accompanied by a flattering 
biographical Sketch, appeared in magazines that afterward ques- 
tioned his right to be regarded as a desirable citizen. - William 
Melkinley was elected, protection received an enthusiastic indorse- 
ment, and business boomed. Great enterprises became gigantic; 
ereat fortunes became huge; the general level of living was raised: 
the general cost of living increased. The manufacturer, the mer- 
chant, the banker and the farmer flourished. “Money came pouring 
in so voluminously that new fields had to be found for its employ- 
inent. Then set in the era of consolidation and combination. ‘Then 
arose, in commerce, men who thought and talked continentally and 
in billions. ‘Then.were created contrasts that in turn created dis- 


content. 


Strange to say, prosperity rather than adversity is at the bottom 
of national unrest today. The fruits of the former, that is, have 
not been as sattsfving as they were expected to be. The worst

enemies of protection are unable to make out a case if they allege 
that it has not fulfilled the predictions made by its friends, so far 
as its influence on trade is concerned. Its best friends, however, 
are unable to make out a case if they allege that it has, in reality, 
made the United States a better or a happier country to live in. 
It has produced prosperity as promised, but this prosperity has not 
been equitably diffused; it has not bestowed anything like pro- 
portional benefits on the laborer and the capitalist; it has not met 
the demands of the nation for moral, ethical, artistic advancement 
commensurate with material progress—it has stood for bigness, for 
display, for flaunting extravagance and in many instances for some- 
thing worse. ’ 

The people seem to have grown tired of it. It is not difficult 
to see why the high protective tariff and its prosperity appeal have 
.staled upon the public ear. We believe the people want a change, 
and the question is not so much whether they ought to have it 
as whether they will be content to seek it slowly, calmly, wisely. 
The reversal of a policy that has practically dominated the nation’s 
business for half a century is a very serious matter; readjustment 
and regulation of that policy, it will seem to many thoughtful peo- 
ple, would be much better. If the protection idea must go—and 


this seems to be inevitable—it would be better to let it go gradually,

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RETIREMENT of Dr. Elmer Ik. Brown from 
the United States bureau of education to 
fill the presidency of the New York Univers- 
ity and the necessity for finding a suitable 
person to take the place he relingaushes has 
led to a discussion of the proper function 
of the nation’s education commissioner. 
The New York bureau of municipal research 
has taken a very deep interest in the matter, 
and has gone so far as to address a letter 
tc the secretary of the interior setting forth what it believes to he 
the essential qualifications of Dr. Brown's successor. This com- 
munication takes the ground that, unless as head of the bureau 
an educator is named who is-not only in sympathy with recent 
analysis of school administration, but personally competent to 
institute what has come to be known as “efficiency engineering — 
when applied to school work, the bureau may hamper rather than 
aid the country’s progress. 

Hope is expressed that the national bureau may become a clear- 
ing-house for educational ideas. What is meant by this is set forth 
in the letter alluded to. In the banking world, as is well under- 
stood, the clearing-house method simplifies the entire process of 
exchange. It makes one check settle a hundred transactions. In 
hike manner, one answer might be made to cover a hundred questions 
concerning educational matters. If national reports are promptly 
published as helpful guides, rather than as obsolete history, thou- 
sands of educational reports, it is held, will follow the example 
and be vital and prompt. 

e It is advanced by the letter that in dollars and cents it has 
probably cost the school superintendents of the leading cities as 
inuch, if not more, to answer requests for information than the 
United States bureau of education spends upon investigation, con- 
ference and publication. So far as this labor increases the sum ot 
human knowledge, superintendents are glad to give it; but there 
is reason to believe. Secretary Fisher is informed, “that many of 
the reports based upon such returns as it is now possible tor superin- 
tendents to make actually subtract from the sum of human knowl- 
elge because they give inaccurate and misleading information.” 

It has been repeatedly said that one of the greatest advantages 
of an education is that it enables its possessor to go on wath his 
education. Next to the possession of knowledge comes the applica- 
tion of it. Next to the existence of knowledge is its availability. 
When a fact is wanced, it is usually wanted immediately. To the 
great majority of educators, as well as to the great majority of 
writers, a fact that cannot be reached when called for, or that, 
while known to be recorded somewhere, is for the moment beyond 
reach, has only questionable value. Hence the great demand for 
handbooks, for reference books, for encyclopedias, tor up-to-date 
compendiunis of information. The student or the educator or the 
writer who, through ignorance of facts already known, goes over 
old ground simply wastes his time. Nothing can be truer or more

—to the point than the assertion that magazine and platform crit- 


icism has begun to give way to detailed investigation and construc- 
tive work. It is true, also, that those who proclaim the ideals of 
universal free education are now asked to show definite results. 


There is need of compilation and of coordination. There is need | 


of the systematic economizing of time and labor in education. 
There is need of making known facts so well known‘ that the 
educators of the country and the world shall not be literally over- 
whelimned with unnecessary requests for information. There is need 
also of an authoritative source of information on educational mat- 
ters in each state and of a clearing-house for educational information 
at the seat of government. The New York bureau of municipal 
research is right. |

powerful and skilfully devised mechanisms, May 

and the horse will be banished on the ground ‘ 
of relative inefficiency and habits which make Yet Remain 
him a nusance: It is true that cities are 

defining more explicitly than formerly routes 
of trathe in their congested quarters, and 
that in some cases highways are closed to motor cars and in others 
to horse-drawn vehicles. Equally apparent is the trend that is alter- 
ing conditions and modes of teaming and transportation of heavy 


goods. The auto truck has come to be the draught vehicle or the 
Percheron of the motor family, and this implies a transformation 


in the streets of the wholesale business districts of cities quite as— 


striking as that which has gone on along the boulevards as a result 
of general use of automobiles. Nor is this all. Even the sight of 
the splendid horses that have galloped with engines to extinguish 
hres apparently will soon be denied the urban dweller. They are 
being superseded by the motor fire apparatus. 

Notwithstanding such facts as these, 4s it not putting the matter 
somewhat dogmatically to say that the day of the “horseless street” 
will soon dawn, and should be hastened? Absolute exclusion would 
imply that man had formally turned against a friend of the race 
whose fidelity had borne the test of centuries. It would indicate 
that inan was ungrateful, that he rated the efficiency of a machine 
as of more consequence than the affection and devotion of a living 
animal friend. It would assume that, as a product of long breeding 
and human care, the horse with its grace and strength, could be 
cast on the scrapheap, because now rendered valueless by a device 
of man that can be driven at fierce speed or made to carry a titan’s 
load. There was much of this same sort of prophecy when steam 
first came in as a motive power: it recurred when the electric car 
crowded out the horse car. It began again when the automobile 
first appeared; it may be reiterated as soon as aviation becomes ht 
all practicable for the ordinary man. But the horse has remained, 
and will remain, and tor two reasons. He is beautiful in himself 
and admirable to watch in action or to employ in certain ‘forms 
of pleasure and sport; and he makes an appeal to man to a degree 
only surpassed by the dog. Come what may in the way of fascinat- 
ing. cheap, safe transportation by machinery, terrestrial or aerial, 
some persons, not few in number either, will go on using horses.
